Canadian Superior Oil of Califor. 
nia Limited has released the first 
ollicial flow figures on its 
Didsbury ‘wet gas’ discovery well 
30 miles north-northwest of Calgary 
and eight miles west-southwest ot 
the town of Didsbury in southwest 


Alberta, Source of production is th 
Madison limestone, the formation 
Whieh is the major oi and pas 


souree in Turner Valley field and is 
the sotree of wel pas at Jumping 
Pound field, 20 west of Cal 
Rary. 

The Didsbury discovery is Cana 
dian Superior Robertson No. ob, in 
Isd 9 26-30 Swoth, After perforating:

of casing and acidizing in three 
stapes, the well pave a maximum 
flow rate of 2,600,000 cubie feet ot 


gas daily, accompanied by a tow 
ot high gravity oil at rate of 36 
barrels daily. The well is now being 
flowed on test at 1,260,000 cubie feet 
daily of gas and 1o barrels daily of 
oil, tor gas-oil ratio of about 84,000 
cubic feet per barrel, Testing will 
continue, 

The Robertson well was drilled to 
total depth of 10,503 feet, deep into 
Devonian formation, and was plug 
ged back to 8,150 feet into the Ma- 
dison after failing lo get encourage- 
ment in’ the deeper formations 
Production string of 7° casing was 
set at S275 feet with 400 sacks ol 
cement, ‘the Madison lime interval 
S166 to 8,196 feet was then opened 
up by gun-perforation with 180 
shots. This was followed by a three 
stage acidation of the zone, Casing 
was set June lth, and preparations 
for and testing have been under 
way a month, 

Canadian Superior decided on the 


expense of casing and testing to 
determine Whether the Didsbury 
venture Was a_ teaser or a 


discovery. Drillstem tests have been 
made during the drilling of the 
well, the Madison giving fairly sub- 
stantial gas flows and slight oil 
showings, and the Cretaceous sands 
above giving Some gas and slight 
oil showings. 

The Cretaceous sands haven't yet 
Leen opened for more extended test 
of possibilities 


At the Bailey Olds No. 1 well east 
of Didsbury a delay occurred in the 
testing operations last week due to 
an error in cementing and drilling 
tools had to be run back into the 
well to ream out the cement. This 
well is known to have over 6,000,000 
cubic feet of gas with a showing 
of oil yet lo be determined,
